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HAS FIAT MONEY CLAIMED ANOTHER VICTIM? 


Advocates of paper credit currency in unlimited quantities 
to 6uit public demands, have another lesson in the threatened, if 
not complete, collapse of financial Germany. This event has been 
predicted many times by those who have discussed the inevitable 
consequences of Germany’s printing press money and measured 
the price Germany must pay if paper money in unlimited quanti­ 
ties continues to settle over th a t unhappy country 
like 
snow- 
flakes. 
Recent reports indicate that when an American 
ex­ 
changes an American one-hundred dollar bill for German marks, 
he requires a large-sized auto-truck to take away the vast volume 
of German paper money. 
It is reported th a t the increase of 
German paper marks in June alone w’as fourteen billion. 
The 
only thing that has made the printing presses hesitate even, is 
the strike of the printers; and th a t hesitation has throw n the 
German business men and m anufacturers into consternation. Like 
the man who had hold of the tail of an infuriated bull—the Ger­ 
man people do not dare to let go, to stop the printing presses 
wholly. 
Germany started out in the World war to pay the war ex­ 
penses with fiat paper money, expecting to win and exact a large 
enough indemnity to take up all the paper m arks issued. 
But 
instead of victory, Germany met defeat; and with it came a re­ 
paration debt of many million gold marks. 
W ith much of her 
territory and raw’ material taken from her, with a steady drain 
of all the gold she possessed, and flooded with paper m arks al­ 
ready, Germany was compelled to carry on the “bluff” as long 
as possible. Judging from recent cablegrams, Germany is reach­ 
ing the end of her rope. 
Unless the reparation program is alter­ 
ed, and the printing of paper money stopped forthw ith, Germany 
will be bankrupt soon, if she is not already. 
N either the allies 
nor the United States will make a gold loan to Germany until 
Germany ceases to rely on paper money issued 
in 
unlimited 
quantities. 
W ithout some assistaftce Germany is doomed, it ap­ 
pears. 
Thus has fiat money brought down another victim ? 
But Germany will not suffer alone, if there is national bank­ 
ruptcy, w’hich simply means national repudiation of 
all 
public 
debts, w hether represented in bonds or paper notes. 
The whole 
world, including the United States will suffer. 
Trade between 
Germany and other countries cannot continue satisfactorily w ith­ 
out a restoration of gold exchange or some fixed value (in gold) 
to the Germ an paper m ark. This is one of the evil consequences 
of a resort to unlimited quantities of paper fiat money—it not 
only enervates the country th at issues it but throw s out of gear 
the whole economic machinery of the commercial wrorld.
